Description of Goods or Services to Be Bid

Battery Park City Authority d/b/a Hugh L. Carey Battery Park City Authority
(“BPCA”) hereby requests proposals (individually a “Proposal” and collectively
the “Proposals”) from qualified engineering and/or architectural firms
(individually a “Proposer” and collectively the “Proposers”) to provide BPCA
with multidisciplinary design and engineering services (the “Work” or the
“Services”) in support of its West Battery Park City Resiliency Project (the
“West Project”).

The Work required for the West BPC Project consists of architecture,
landscape architecture, and engineering services related to the creation of a
Barrier System and interior drainage improvements (the “Drainage
Improvements”) that would limit inundation around the West BPC Project
Area from future storms and sea level rise and reduce associated risk for BPC
residents and assets. The Work will be divided into four (4) phases: 1) site
investigation and risk assessment; 2) design development; 3) construction
documentation and bidding; and 4) construction administration. The Work
also will require the selected Proposer to coordinate BPCA's community and
stakeholder outreach efforts throughout all phases of the West BPC Project,
including the formulation and implementation of an approved community
outreach and engagement plan for the West BPC Project.

Proposers must ensure that they or, as applicable, their collective teams
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incorporate/include appropriate expertise in all disciplines required to
perform the Work. The disciplines anticipated to be utilized on this Project
include, but are not limited to:
